BOTH SIDES CONFIDENT 


Soviet confidence, says the Press 
Association, has been summed up by 
the President, Kalinin, who, in an 
anniversary article in /zvestia, wrote: 
I u can say with confidence the German 
Army is no longer able to launch a 
general offensive on the whole front. 
The enemy can hope only for local 
Buccesses. 

lied Star, the Red Army newspaper, 
commented: 4 German offensive 
similar to that of last summer 1s 
absolutely out of the question. The 
enemy are facing the problem, not of 
conquering the Soviet Union, but of 
holding out somehow.” 

The Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung, 
expressing German comment, said :— 
“The first year of the Eastern 
campaign closes with the. battle of 
Kharkov, a happy omen for the coming 
destruction of the Russian Armies. 

As to Kharkov itself, Moscow yester- 
day reported that a flank attack by 
Marshal von Bock had been beaten 
off by Marshal ‘Timoshenko, whose 
men, counter-attackin threw the 
Germans out of a fortihfed stronghold. 

Berlin last night announced that the 
Luftwafte had 
Rostov and caused fairly large fires.” 
This is the first attempt to raid the 
town since the Germans were driven 
out of it last year. It may be a pre- 
lude to a general drive towards Kostov. 
Meanwhile, Sghting is still reported 
from the Leningrad ‘front, 
General Fedyuninsky’s artillery 1s 
wiping out batteries and gun-posts in 
the German ring around the vuity.— 
(Press Association and Reuter.) 

A Moscow telegram last night 
quoted Zed Star's admission that 
Soviet troops had withdrawn to inter- 
mediary positions on a sector of the 
Sebastopol front, and added: The 
situation remains tense. The enemy, 
increasing his pressure, has brought up 
fresh forces, which are fiercely attack - 
ing our positions, especially in the 
southern and northern sectors of the 
front. In spite of constant shelling 
and bombing, the Red Army men are 
holding firm. The Germans are sustain- 
ing heavy losses. According to 
incomplete figures, 1,500. officers and 
men have been killed in the last one- 
and-a-half days. The Germans are more 
and more employing specially trained 
troops and other services as ordinary 
infantrymen.“ 

Other messages reaching Moscow 
report that Soviet troops in isolated 
fortifications on the Sebastopol front 
continue to hold out long after they 
have been surrounded. General von 
Manstein is still trying to blast his way 
into the city with massed air and 
artillery bombardments. The spirit of 
the defenders, however, remains high.—

All forts of the 
northern front before Sebastopol, with 
the exception of the coastal forts, are 
in German hands. These include the 
strong Stalin-Maxim Gorki defence 
works, the Molotov bastion, a number 
of old forts, and several artillery posi- 
tions.

CLASH IN DOVER STRAITS 


Gunfire heard in the Straits of Dover 
late last night is believed-to have in- 
dicated a clash between light naval 
craft. The roar of engines, the crack 
of light guns and pom-poms, and the 
rattle of machine guns — for some 
minutes. 

The exchanges were sharp. Gun- 
flashes and the glow of tracer bullets 
were seen. The engagement appeared 
to be not far from the English coast. 
Heavy gunfire greeted the raiders, who 
could be heard overhead for some time. 

A German plane is reported to have 
been shot down into ithe sea off the 
south coast yesterday.

He spoke enthusiastically of the in- 
creasing volume of production in 
America and Canada. One corpora- 
tion at the end of this year will be 
producing munitions at the rate of 
four billion dollars’ worth per annum, 
which is equivalent in terms of money 


every six weeks. n

Before admission, the Minister may 
require an inspection of the bank’s 
books and other information. The 
Minister may also remove a bank from 
being an associated bank on any of 
the grounds specified in the Currency 
Act or any other grounds which may 
seem sufficient to him.

A SERIOUS LOSS 


LONDON, Sunday. — Reuter’s 
Military Correspondent states :—‘ Un- 
fort mately, there is little reason to 
doubt the Axis claim to have cap- 
tured Tobruk. Lack of confirmation 
from Cairo may be due to interrupted 
communications, but there is also the 
possibility that some of the garrison 
may have got away in the night and 
are now on their way to Alexandria. In 
any case. the enemy s claims in regard 
to figures must be taken with some 
reserve, It is also within the bounds 
of possibility that all the troops 
within the perimeter may not have 
surrendered, although this would not 
materially alter the situation, as 
there could be little hope of relieving 


them. 

The fall of Tobruk deprives the 
British of a valuable advance base and 
involves the loss of several thousand 
men and huge stores of material. But 
the most serious consequence is that 
it furnishes General Rommel with an 
admirable harbour, which will greatly 
facilitate his communications with the 


rear 

The attack seems to have been made 
with an overwhelming weight of 
armour, which crashed right through 
the perimeter defences from the east 
and south-east, where the lines were 
nearest to the fortress harbour.

HOW TOBRUK FELL 

LONDON, Sunday.— In the most 
bitter fighting in torrid heat, the resist- 
ance of the British 8th Army was 
broken, and the advance of Axis 
troops by the Via Balba began,” said 
German Radio to-night giving an 
account of the battle for Tobruk. 

“ One part of the 8th Army was 
encircled in the Tobruk area. An 
attempt by British forces to break out 
of the ring, which was supported b 
strong tank forces, was repelled. 
German and Italian troops then began 
the assault of the fortress, which was 
decisively supported by the Luftwaffe. 

In the first assault 12 fortifications 
were taken, and a wedge 24 miles wide 
was driven. into the defences built 
around the fortress. It was then that 
the British offered to surrender. 

“The Luftwaffe played a large part 
in the capture of Tobruk. Numerous 
bombers, in ceaseless attacks, wrought 
great destruction jn the fortifications 
and other military works in the port 
and town. Shortly after midday 
8 a strong formation of 

erman bombers attacked a group of 
four A.-A. batteries, which were all 
silenced. Another bomber formation 
attacked a British column of 20 to 25 
tanks, and set a number of them on 
fire. At about 2 p.m. another attack 
was made, which lasted three hours 
without interruption, and caused 
numerous fires. The air above Tobruk 
was dominated by German fighters.’’—

THE NEWS IN USS. 

WASHINGTON, Sunday—The fall of 
Tobruk appears likely to. mark the 
opening of an extremely critical, and 
perhaps even desperate, summer for the 
cause of the United Nations. The con-

There must be no un- 
necessary delay in sending forthwith a 
second expeditionary force to fight on 
the ei “real, and we must, work, 
every one oí us, with all our strength 
in the factories and the foundries and 
the shipyards. ; 

“We are in a death battle with 
powerful “ antagonists. Victory we 
must seek, and after victory let us 
resolve to develop the idea of co- 
operation with the United States. Let 
us sustain the alliance with Russia, 
along with Norway Holland and other 
nations, to keep the peace. Never 
again must nations which have plunged 
the world into blood and tears en- 
danger our peace.

JAPANESE OCCUPY 


KISKA 
ONE OF THE ALEUTIAN 
ISLANDS 


UNITED STATES Navy De- 

partment communiqué issued 
in Washington last night discloses 
that the Japanese are occupying 
Kiska, Alaska. ‘Army bombers hit 
a Japanese cruiser and sank a 
transport in Kiska Harbour, the 
communiqué added.—(Reuter. ) 

Kiska is one of the Rat Islands 
group in the Aleutian Islands. It 
lies approximately 700 miles from 
the nearest point on the Alaskan 
mainland. . 

The communiqué stated that opera- 
tions in the Aleutians continued to be 
restricted by considerations of the 
weather and the great distances.
